Trarric on the Danube has been
stopped by order of the Roumanian and
Rugginn authorities. This will cause
new complications, Austrin and Hun-
gary are directly interested, especially
the latter, which isan integral part of
the Austrian empire, Count Andrassy,
the Bismarck of the Hapsburg House,
is o gtatesman and  diplomat who wiil
not allow the stipulations of the Treaty
of Paris, in 1846, to be violated without
n protest, The cuble states that he has
already {nkenstepsto thwart the mens-
ures adopted by Russin and Roumania
regarding the cessation of traftic on the
Danube, and he is not disposed to wait
for the co-operation of Germany, Iinly
or Englund. The neutrality of the
Danube was established by the Treaty of
Parie at the close of the Crimean war,
and Austrin, now that Russin under-
takes to declare its navigation closed,
naturally demurs.  As the result, there
will be an estrangement, if, indeed, it
may not turn out in the end that Aus-
fra will take up arms against the Czarin
defence of what ghe conceives to be her
vights under the Treaty of Paris. Thus
matters daily are becoming more com-
plieated in Europe, and the forecast
portends universal war.

A Calamity at Chester.

The Samtogn, o large iron steamehip,
was launched at Chester, on Tuesday
morning last, when a terrible accident
ocourred, ' When the ship started down
the ways about forty men were under
the vessel, and did not hear the order to
come out and the result was that six
were crushed to death and several more
were severely wounded,

It is thought that some of the work-
men were killed and dragged into the
water by the ship, The bodies of the
dead are horribly mangled, one being
literally cut in halves, and others with
thelr legs and arms torn off,

All of the killed and wounded were
workmen employed at the yard, and
were engaged in knovking the blocks
from under the keel, The seené during

the time the ship was going ofl’ was |

heartrending, the men being seen strug-
gling to escape, while the huge blocks,
rolled by the ship crushed them to a
Jelly, No asslstance eould possibly be
rendered by those who werestanding by,
Instead of cheers, ns usually greet a
lnunch, a wail of anguish wentup and
shrieks of painrent the air. As soon as
possible the dead and wounded were car-
ried to the yard office and physicians
summoned. About 1,500 men are em-
ployed at the yard, and the friends of
nearly all of them rushed to inguire for
them, making a scene never to be for-
wotien.

Tmimediately after the acoldent was
known the bell rang for the men to stop
work throughout the yard. The gates
were closed, but they were beseiged by n
multitude of men und women who were
clamoring for news of thelr relatives and
friends. Everything that could be done
was done by the Messrs, Roach & Bons
to alleviate the distress of the sufferers,

The Dubugue (fows) Zimes of the 15th
inst., contalng the following: ** Last
Haturday night, ns Miss Kate Claxton
wns performing in the opern house at
Lin Crosse a fire broke out some four or
five Blocks away, when the boys in the
gallery, hearing the shouts of * fire’ on
the streels, look up the drend ery. Men,
women, and children all over the house
sprang to their feet panie stricken in an
instont, and o rush was made for the
door. Benches were overturned, people
stumbled and those behind fell over
them. A hundred volees were shilek-
ing all sorts of unintellible sounds, while
every one was making a wild, mad rush
for life, Men and boys jumped down
to the auditorinm below, alighting on
the hedds of the surging, frenzied crowd
beneath, and it seemed for o brief space
of time as though scores must be tram-
pled to death, If nothing else. Bome
twenty or more gained the street be-
fore the policemen on duty, who knew
there was no fire in the building, could
shut the doors; but when they sueceed-
el in closing the exif they beat back the
terror stricken audience, and In a few
minutes comparative calm was estab.
lished. Though none were fitally in-
Jured, several were geverely hurt, and
many badly bruised, The curtain was
down when the alarm was given, and
the fearful ery of * fire!” had hardly run
through the hall before Miss Claxton,
pale nnd trembling, rushed to the front
of the stage, exclaiming as she threw up
her hands with a wild gesture of de-
spair, ' Oh, my, is there a fire ¥’ and was
